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Council reducing 
number of meetings

Niagara-on-the-Lake 
town council plans to 
make some changes to 
the way it does business. 

Councillors gave pre¬ 
liminary approval Mon¬ 
day to having fewer 
meetings and an ear¬ 
lier start time next year. 
They also agreed that no 
staff reports would be 
presented on the same 
nights as public meetings 
on development applica¬ 
tions, starting now. 

Committee of the 
whole and council meet¬ 
ings are usually held 
back-to-back, with a one- 
week break before the 
next rotation. Staff rec¬ 
ommended that the 2017 
meetings be held on the 
first two Mondays of the 


month only. 

Starting the meet¬ 
ings an hour earlier at 6 
p.m. would provide time 
for larger agendas, staff 
reported. July would con¬ 
tinue to be scheduled for 
the summer meetings to 
accommodate holidays 
by council and staff in 

Planning staff also rec- 
ommended delaying 
staff reports on develop¬ 
ment applications until 
a future meeting, rather 
than on the same night as 
public meetings. 

“This change allows 
council and staff to hear 
from the public before a 
staff report is prepared 
for a committee of the 
whole meeting,” staff 
reported. "It is felt that 
staff will still be able to 
meet the timelines as 


per the Planning Act, 
for making decisions on 
appkcahons.” 

The committee of the 
whole agendas would 
also be posted on the 

weeks before the meet¬ 
ings, rather than the cur¬ 
rent practice of one week 
beforehand. 

Martin Mazza to hold 
meetings in August was 
defeated. He had argued 
that the September 
agenda is “very rushed" 

Other councillors 
argued that the lord 
mayor has the authority 
to call a special council 
meeting when necessary. 

The changes approved 
by the corporate services 
advisory committee go to 
council next week for a 
final vote.

Wynne needs to come clean 
about Craitor investigation 


N iagara 

Falls city 
councillors 
aren’t the only ones 
who want an answer, 
although their 
question is different 
from the rest of us. 

They want to 
know if Kim Craitor 
should continue 
as a city council 
representative, 

allegations of 
sexual harassment 
complaints from his 
office staff? 

The rest of us 
who know Craitor 
from his days as our 
provincial MPP also 

What happened that 
forced him to resign 
as MPP? 

We want details of 
the investigation that 
Premier Kathleen 
Wynne said showed 
“action needed to be 
taken,” that led to her 
request for Craitor’s 
resignation in 2013. 

We know now he 
was not telling the 
truth, or at least the 
whole truth, when 
he resigned as the 
MPP for Niagara 
Falls, Fort Erie and 


Niagara-on-the-Lake, 
saying it was mental 
exhaustion. Some of 
us likely remember 
the concern that was 
expressed by many 
that he was ill - he'd 
beaten cancer, and it 
seemed likely it had 
returned. 

During his time as 
our MPP, he was very 
visible. He attended 
many events in each 
of the communities 

- constituents’ 
milestones such 
as birthdays and 

service organization’s 
fundraisers and 
celebratory events, 
award ceremonies 

- and got to know a 
lot of people in his 
riding. One thing 
about Craitor, his 
personal popularity 
crossed party lines. 
He is likable, sincere, 
shows emotion 
easily - and, it 
seems fair to say, 
someone most of his 
constitutents would 
have described as an 
honest politician. So 
let’s see some of that 
honesty. 

Although 

complainants 


were guaranteed 
confidentiality, 
the cat is out of the 
bag. A staff member 
wanted the silence 
broken, wanted 
Craitor’s constituents 
to know what 
occurred. Allegations 
have been made 
public, but not 
the details of what 
the investigation 
discovered. We’re 
expected to just 
accept that he was 
guilty, that he was no 
longer fit to serve in 
the position he was 
elected to. 

That doesn’t seem 
fair - not to his 
constituents, and not 
to Craitor himself. 

It’s obviously a 
sensitive issue and 
needs to be handled 
as such. The staff 
members who want 
their identities 
protected should 
be given that. But 
the investigative 
report needs to be 
made public, for 
all concerned, and 
Craitor needs to tell 
his side of the story. 
This is an issue that 
has been kept secret 
for far too long.

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Riding for dad and prostate cancer 


With the twist of the throttle, the 
crackle and burble of about 250 
motorcycles filled the air as they 
started the sixth-annual Ride for 
Dad on Saturday. 

Starting at Royal Canadian 
Legion Branch 24 on King St. in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, the ride is a 
fundraiser to support prostate can¬ 
cer awareness and research. 

Riding near the front of the 
pack Fonthill resident Pierre Gar- 
neau said it’s important to be out, 
spreading awareness. 

“I love motorcycles, and I love 
the cause, and the cause is vital,” 
said the 66-year-old who has been 
riding for the past 12 years. 

“What Ride for Dad does, apart 
from contributing a lot of money is 
we give awareness to people.” 

Garneau was the top fundraiser 
this year bringing in more than 
$5,300 himself. 

While he said most of the money 
raised comes from online dona¬ 
tions, he doesn't mind hitting the 
bricks and setting up an informa¬ 
tion table at his local Sobeys. 

“People are interested, people are 
generous, so I’ll spend five hours a 
day for two or three days during the 
campaign,” he said. 

“Two people came up last time 
I was at Sobeys with my table, and 
they said if it weren’t for you I’d be 
dead by now.”

Matt King co-chair of the Telus 
Ride for Dad Niagara said that 
money is going towards a program 
called SABR, Stereotactic Ablative 
Body Radiotherapy, which is a new 
treatment for men with favourable- 
risk prostate cancer. 

King explained that one of the 


benefits of the new treatment 
means only five treatment sessions 
versus the normal 39 in other treat- 

The Walker Family Cancer Centre 
in St. Catharines is one of 14 cancer 
centres across Canada participating 
in the clinical trial. 

“In Niagara we’re putting 
some money where our mouths 


are,” said King. 

“We have this (ride) on Father’s 
Day weekend, for a reason. It’s 
just as much about awareness, 
and what gets more attention 
than 250 bikes rumbling down the 
parkway.
